Police were patrolling, came along the street,

Nobody else was injured by the explo- 
sion, but some dam was done to the window 
of the police barracks. Later the spring of a 
Mills bomb was found by the police. 

The injured man has not yet been identified. 
His leg was amputated at the hospital, but it 
is not believed that he will recover. He was 
still unconscious at an early hour this morning. 

A further description of the affair says that 
shortly after the explosion a man was found 
with his leg blown off. Some of the windows of 
the police station were broken. 

‘A few minutes later, the same report states, 
Auxiliary Police, who were in the same 
thoroughfare, were attacked with bombs and 
revolvers.

MR. O’CONNOR AND A PUBLIC

the circumstances of the Limerick murders had 
been held in public, and all the relatives’ of the 
eceased men were invited to give évidence,
